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Worcester College stands on the site of an ancient 
institution called Gloucester Hall, founded in 1283, and 
conveyed to the President and Fellows of St. John’s 
College in 1560, being then known as St.John Baptist Hall. 
It was re-founded by Sir Thomas Cookes, of Bentley 
Pauncefoot, Worcestershire. The buildings belong chiefly 
to the 18th century, though they include some 15th century 
remnants of old Gloucester Hall. 
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
